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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's Amendment filed on January 24, 2005 in response to the Examiner's Office 
Action has been reviewed. Claims 43, 127, 21 1 and 265-268 have been canceled, and claims 44, 
45, 49, 128, 129, 133, 145-150, 157-162, 212, 213 and 217 have been amended. 

2. Claims 1-42, 44-126, 128-210 and 212-264 are allowed over the prior art of record. The 
reason for allowable subject matter has been addressed in the previous Office Action.
